One bit of news that has come in from 


South Africa is seriously alarming. In 
substance it is that English soldiers must 
not only fight the Boers, but the most 
dreaded disease of modern times—the 
plague. * A cable announcing three cases 
of the disease at Bin-gersdorp, Cape 
Colony, came in last night. 


Thia dispatch has caused a great deal 


of worry, for camp HCo in that country 
and the constant moving of troops will 
tend to spread the disease to a most 
alarming extent. It is not stated, how- 
ever, that any of the troops are yet af- 
fected. 


If, as reported, Colenso has fallen, the 


situation as regards Ladysmith is really 
critical, for it means that whatever re- 
lief Buller may sand will have to fight its 
way in from tha s'hore. 


Colenso is Joubert'a natural objective 


point, since the destruction of the railway 
bridge over the Tugela river would ef- 
fectually prevent the passage of rein- 
forcements to Ladyemith. If this bridge 
be strongly guarded, there are other 
bridges below Colenso which could be 
approached from the Orange Free State 
passes by raiders.

Jeflries Did Fine Work in First Two and 


Last Three Bounds. Sharkey Forced 


Fighting During Best of Contest 


New Tork, Nov. 4.—Champion Jim 


Jeffries retahis his title by winning 
a decision over Sailor Tom Sharkey at 
tha Coney Island Sportinig clubi last 
night. 


It was a fight to the limit, 25 rounds, 


with George Siler referee. 
The wind-up 


was a fierce one, in which Jeffries, while 
fixing a glove, responded adroitly to 


rkey's repeated onslaughts. 
The 


sailor put up a great battle. 


Siler parted them when they clinched. 


Then he gave the decision to Jeffries. 


It was a. picturesque ring battle. 
In 


several of the latter rounds, though both 
men had b;en severely punished, as it 
would soem from the layman's stand- 
point, they retired smiling to their cor- 
ners. 


Jeffries was carried from the ring like 


a gladiator of old—triumphant and 
cheered by thousands upon thousands 
of those who had won or iost on his 
victory.

JIM JEFFRIES. 


In five rounds Jeffries had the better 


of the fight—in the. first two and in the 
last three. 
During the other 20 Shar- 


key forced the issue, and, like a bull 
terrier, was at his man with both hands 
unceasingly. 
In those 20 rounds Jef- 


fries' great weight and brawn helped 
him to hold off the sailor, and in the 
22nd round he swung a cnuple of vicious 
uppercuts that made Sharkey groggy. 
Tom came back again in the 24th and 
25th, but he was weakened'*greatly by 
Jeffries' vicious blows. 
One minute 


before the gong sounded to end the fight 
Jeffries' left glove came off, and prac- 
tically the contest was over. 


The referee motioned to Jeffries' cor- 


ner, so an American flag- was flung 
around the champion's shoulders. The 
crowd on that side and end of the house 
cheered wildly. 
The crowd on the op- 


posite side and end, near Sharbey's cor- 
ner, yelled for Sharkey, and the men 
were led back to their dressing rooms. 


The 
thousands of spectators were 


banked 40 feet high around the building-, 
and the place was packed from the ring- 
side to the rafters. 
The aisles around 


the ring were lined, the tremendous 
crowd sweating under the glare of 400 
are lights, 15 feet or less from the can- 
vas of the squared circle. The heat was 
intense. 
The fighters were almost ex- 


hausted, and the spectators shrieked 
themselves hoarse. 


It seemed at first as though it would 


be a. short fight, for in the second round 
Jeffries put the sailor to the ropes with 
a left on the jaw, and the referee began 
to call off the seconds, 
as Sharkey 


kneeled on the flooj-. 


But from the third round on, Sharkey, 


with his vicious swings to the ribs and 
the jaw, kept the crowd on Its feet 
waiting for a knockout. 


Jeffries stood the terrifflc punisnijjeni, 


and, with his eye, nose and ear spilt, 
dame back just as viciously in the last 
three rounds, and almost retrieved him- 
self. 


Then came the unfortunate and un- 


satisfactory ending, Jeffries' glove, fly- 
ing off, bringing the fight to an end, al- 
though the e*owd urged Sharkey to 
rush in and end it. 
This he tried to do, 


but Jeffries fought him back, and Refree 
Siler rushed to the rescue. 
It was no- 


ticeable that Jeffries used his weight to 
its best advantage, throwing himself 
all over the sailor, but tne latter did hlg 
share of the hugging, too, and both were 
warned repeatedly. 


George 
Siler 
refereed. 
Jeffries 


weighed 212 pounds, and Sharkey 25 
pounds less, but the latter lucked to be 
in better condition, the Californian be- 
ing callow, with staring eyes and other 
evidences of not being in the best condi- 
tion. 


The betting at the start was 100 to 70 on 


Jeffries. 


They shook hands and shaped up well. 


Jeffries led, and then landed several 
times. He waa generally over or under. 
On the 'other hand the sailor was wild, 
going into the fight with bath hands, and 
swinging wildly, but he did not land the 
first blow. 


In the second Sharkey waa flopping 


around, and he came in for a nasty 
loft that rolled him over. It looked then 
aa though Sharkey was clearly out- 
classed. 
O'Rourke, however, gave the sailor a 


talking to, and, to the amazement of all, 
Sharkey swung home on Jeffries' ribs 
and jaw almost at will, and there was 
* wild audience. 
As the fight went 


along,' round by round, the sailor fougl I 
his way right into the hearts of thos« 
who marvelled at Jeffries' capacity for 
punishment. The CalKJrnian crouched 
down low. and, though hi* eyas biased. 


i ho smiled and generally glanced 
at 


I O'Rourke, who was coaching his man 


over the ropes. 
' Sharkey'a vicloui nunche* began to 
tell, and at the close of the seventh It 
Deemed as though Jeffries could hardly 
walk to his corner, and it aeerned certain 
there would he a new champion. 


Sharkoy's car tvas ijn'tt in the eighth, 


and it made liim mud. 
He rushed, 


swinging lefts and rights, and landed 
nearly ajl of them, with Jeffries throwing 
himself over the sailor. The Californian 
pushed his man over the ropes at every 
opportunity, and in some of the rounds 
rested his great head on Sharkey's 
shoulder so much that he was hissed and 
Jeered. 


Jeffries lauded a terrific uppercut in 


the 10th and b'harkey's eyelid was split, 
but in the 12th Sharkey got back with 
half a d,oaen left swings and a straight 
right, and it was won4«rful they did not 
end the fight. J«ffries hugged the sailor 
hard and shook his head as he went to 
his corner. 


Every round carried Sharkey across 


the ring at the start, and he was fighting 
the champion all over the canvass. 


Ir. the 15th Jeffries made a bluff at 


forcing, but Sharkey was at him again 
like a bulldog and swung high and low, 
and landed almost every time he swung. 
The Oalifornian made a little effort to 
lead. He preferred the defensive and 
he was winded. Sharkey, too, was tiring 
fast, and they punched and swung and 
clinched ond staggered all round the 
ring for the next few rounds. 


The crowd shrieked from the sound of 


the gong to the close of each round. Both 
map were covered with blood and Jef- 
fries was bleeding badiy from his nose, 
which Sharkey's savage right had split. 


Suddenly, 
in 
the 
22nd. 
Jeffries 


seemed to take on new life. Just at the 
close of this round the champion swung 
right and left on Sharkey's jaw, and Tom 
was almost taken off his feet. He reeled, 
and the gong saved him. 


He came back hard, however, in the 


next, but Jeffries had the better of it, 
putting in two right uppercuts. Jef- 
tries' friends howled themselves hoarse, 
while Sharkey's urged him with loud 
cries to go in hard and rough it. He 
threw down his terrier-like head, and 
though his strength was fast leaving 
him, he had Jeffries' gauge to the gong 
sound. 


No one could say who would get in the 


knockout blow and net:her seemed able 
if he landed to put enough force into the 
blow to drop his man. And in the midst 
of the 25th, nearly one minute before the 
close, Jeffries' glove flew across the ring 
and Siler ran to help him on witih it. 
Bharkey held back until his friends yelled 
at him not to stop, and it was a three- 
cornered fight for a few moments. The 
referee got Jeffries' glove and tried to 
draw it on. This was difficult to do, and 
then Sharkey rushed. Jeffries threw up 
his gloved and ungloved hand, and with 
the former uppercut Sharkey. Slier ran 
between them and made a second at- 
tempt to assist Jeffries. The sailor 
waited a momentt but wildly excited by 
the shrieks of the spectators, he rushed 
again. Siler dragged Jeffries axvay and 
the gong rang. The referee pointed to 
Jeffries' corner and- his seconds and 
friends cheered wildly. 


The majority or" those-at the ringside 


thought Sharkey would not get worse 
than a draw, for jthe sailor fought vi- 
ciously, always after his man, with good 
judgment and outpointed the champion. 
On the other hand. Jeffries, while he had 
the better by long odds of the last three 
rounds, did very little leading in the 
other 22, and when he led he was either 
too high or too low, getting in'but a few 
good punches.

REACHED HIGHEST HARK. 


Iradstrwl's Reports That Tradt IB Oottba 


Was Beyond Precedent. 


N«w York, Nov. 4.—Bradstreet's «ays' 


Despite some variation in the currents 
of trade distribution the aggregate 
tnovement continues of immense volume 
in fact, if the aggregate of bank clear- 
ings In the country outside of tht 
metropolis is a trustworthy index, as it 
no doubt IB, the country's trade reached 
Its highest mark In October. Prices cer- 
tainly show marked strength in view of 
th<» proportions of earlier advances. 


Cooler weather has been welcomed by 


the retail trade of the country, and some 
stimulus has already been noted, alike 
to distribution and to the confidence of 
distributors. In some lines of whole- 
sale trade, notably dry goods, there has 
been some quieting of demand without, 
however, any perceptible 
effect being 


exercised upon values of textiles which 
in fact, are more firmly held than ever 
It has indeed been a record period in tht! 
wool trade, sales at leading centers hav- 
ing exceeded'all records for the week ana 
the strength alike of the raw and ths 
manufactured material is most marked. 


Cotton goods are also very strong 


partly on the extraordinary demand and 
partly because of the strength of the 
raw material, imparted by small re- 
ceipts and growing confidence in ulti- 
mate light yield. 


The great cereals have been doill this 


week with slight variations in prices. 


In the iron and steel trade strength 


of values is perhaps the most notable 
feature, but activity has been trans- 
ferred from the finished branch of the 
trade to the market for pig iron, which 
has been very active at full prices. In- 
terest in the ore situation is unabated 
and a heavy advance on last season is 
regarded as certain. 


Influenced by the activity in the boot 


and shoe .manufacturing'and distribu- 
tive trade leather is strong and tends 
upward, and some advances in hides are 
also reported-. 


In general industry employment con- 


tinues apparently general, specially ac- 
tive features bsJng the textile trades. 
those of iron and steel, machinery, jew- 
elry, coal mining and coke production. 


October bank clearings point to con- 


tinued expansion in the trade of the 
country outside of New York. The ag- 
gregate clearings at all cities for the 
month have been several times exceeded 
in the past year, but, if New York's 
clearings are deducted, it is found that 
the aggregate in the rest of the coun- 
try during October was the largest ever 
reported. 


Liab'liiies Grow Larger. 


Portland, Me., Nov. 4.—It is still large- 


ly surmised as to the condition of things 
in the Woodibury-Moulton failure. Them 
have been no authoritative statements, 
but developments tend to make the lia- 
bilities more and the assets less. It has 
been stated on what appears to be good 
authority that the deposits with the 
firm amounted to $570,OCQ. A greater 
part of whatever securities the concern 
owned appear to have been put up as 
collateral for loans. Both members of 
the firm have transferred their real and 
pewonal property to the assignees, but 
the Woodtonry assignment was not 
signed by Mrs. Woodbury, indicating 
that she has not released her rights in 
the property under the state law.

Fall Raver, Mas*., Nov. 4.—The hopes

flashed to the ground late yesterday af- 
ternoon as a result of the special meet- 
ing of the Fall River Cotton Manufac- 
turers' association, called to consider 
the demand for an increase of 10 per- 
cent, made by their employes through 
the Textile council at the conference held 
last Monday with a special committee of 
the Manufaetimers' association. 


j 
The manufacturers voted not to grant 


j the increase at the present time, tem- 


j pering it, however, with the statement 


1 that, should the market conditions war- 
! rant it, an increase: may be granted 


later. 


The meeting was called to order by 


President Chase shortly after 2:30 o'clock 
and adjournment w as had at 4 p. m. Tihe 
decision of the members was given out 
as practically a unanimous one, but the 
whole matter was thoroughly discussed 
before a final decision was reached. The 
manufacturers, at the conclusion ot the 
meeting, gave out the following vote, 
which was passed just before its con- 
clusion: 


"Voted!—That it is the sense of the 


meeting that an advance of wages at 
this time is inexpedient, in view of the 
fact that the margin between the cost of 
print cloths is no more than it was when 
the advance of 12% percent'of April last 
was made and the present scale of wages 
adopted. 


"Should business improve so that the 


margin of profit will warrant it, an ad- 
vance of wages will be made, but Wjp be- 
lieve that any adivance at the present 
time would be premature." 


The special committee which met the 


Textile ctJuncil in conference was also 
given power to prepare <* sliding scale 
of wages. An attempt hud previous!* 
been made to establish such a system, 
but the committee having the matter in 
charge failed to report.

It one of disappointment in the an- 
nouncement, but some of them look upon 
the inapUed promise of an increase lat«r 
as a hopeful sign. Tljese mill workers, 
however, have the utmost faith in their 
leaders and most of them are confident 
that they will ultimately gain the in- 
crease asked for. 


A meeting of the Textile council will 


he called. Whatever the result of that 
meeting the secretaries of the different 
labor organizations will call special gen- 
eral meetings and report the result of the 
conference, with the 
decision of the 


manufacturers and the recommendation 
of the Textile- council. Action will be 
then taken by the various bodies and a 
decision reached as to whether the re- 
fusal of the manufacturers will be op- 
posed or not. 


A prominent labor man, who refused 


to allow the use of his name, says: "I 
believe the manufacturers will give in. 
It is a part of tfceir game to refuse now, 
but we hope aad believe that the in- 
crease will be granted. I cannot say 
anything as to whether or not the various 
labor organizations will oppose the vote 
of the manufacturers now. That will be 
left in their hands. This attitude of the 
manufacturers on the question of mar- 
gins is ridiculous. We have met them 
on margins ajid on the financial con- 
dition of their mills and we have quoted 
facts which prove the justice of our 
claims. We will finally get the increase." 


The sales in the cloth market during 


the week have been less than the produc- 
tion of the mills in the six days. The 
ruling quotation is 2% cents for the regu- 
"ar 64x64's, but it is stated by the cloth 
brokers that no sales of regulars were 
made at that or any price. The sales 
have been 150,093 pieces, mostly odd 
counts, on the basis of the ruling quo- 
tation for regulars. It is expected that 
as soon as the wage question has beeii 
settled finally, in one way or another, 
that the market for prints will become 
more active. Buyers are 
holding off 


just now on account of the wage agita- 
tion and manufacturers hesitate to make 
long contracts while the least uncer- 
tainty as to the future operation and the 
cost of running exists. Another reason 
for the quiet condition of the cloth is that 
manufacturers are sold so far ahead and 
for such large amounts that they can- 
not make large contracts for near de- 
livery.

CLEANING AND TRUSSING TUil- ' 


KEY, 


If you are near a good market where 


your Thanksgiving- turkey 
can 
be 


dressed and sent to you almost ready for 
the oven you may never ha\!estopped/to 
ask how the dressing is accomplished. 
Let us suppose that some kind friend 
sends you in as a gift a turkey that has- 
been picked but not dressed (tha con- 
dition most poultry now reaches the 
market) and the;i you need knowledge 
and need It badly indeed. 


I hold it to be the duty of everyone to 


be prepared for just such emergencies 
and so will try and tell you how to 
clean a»d truss your holiday bird. 


To begin, first pull out cstref ully all the 


pin leathers and singe the bird over a- 
pieca of lighted paper turning it on ev- 
ery side so as to removs all the hairs. 
With a cleaver or large knife cut ofC 
tie head and with a smaller instrument 
carefully remove the oil sack. If the 
drumsticks are to be roasted the sinews 
and tendons should be removed and this 
can be done by drawing them, out by 
means of a hook after the skin has been 
cut around just below the joint., 


The leg may be unjomted but it is 


better to break the bone just below the 
joint and thus sever tha foot'from the 
leg. 
When the bird is roasted it is easy 


to remove this piece of bone and leave 
on the turkey a clean white joint. 


Cut a slit in the loose skin of the neck, 


loosen the windpipe amd crop and re- 
move with a. steady pull, being care- 
ful not to break the crop. Ne'xt cut* a 
two-inch slit just above the vent, insert 
the fingers, loosen the membrane as 
mush as possible* from the walls of the 
cavity, grasp firmly the largest object 
you can feel, which will be the gizzard, 
and draw steadily out. -With a little 
practise you will find that you will thus 
remove the intestinal mass intact. Draw 
all clear of the body and with a knife 
cut around the vent and remove it with 
the large intestine. 


When you have made sure that the^ 


cavity is clear, wipe the entire interior"1 
v/ith two soft cloths the first wet in colfi 
water, the last dry. This is mueh better 
than washing- as you do not in this way 
injure the flavor. 


The bird'is now ready for stuffing 


which should be used to fill the cavity 
and so made as to keep the meat moist. 
Do not crowd it in as a geod stuffing 
always swells in cooking-. Remember al- 
so that a turkey should be well larded. 


With a trussing needle and twine, first 


sew up the slits, sewing oarpet fashion, 
then give the legs and wings your at- 
tention. These can be kept in place in 
several ways, but I prefer to still usa' 
the trussl-ng needle which now must be 
a long one. Turn the tip s of the wings 
under the upper joints; run the needle 
through wings and body to the oppo- 
tJte side then back again a half or thr'ee- 
(juarters of an ineh from the first stitch, 
draw up the two ends of the twine and 
tie firmly. 


The thighs should be pressed well up 


en the side of tke body and then treated 
in the same way as the wings and the 
end of the drumsticks then stitched to- 
gether. The advantage of this style of 
trussing is" the ease with which the 
strings may be removed by simply cut- 
ting them on the opposite side from 
which they are tied and pulling them 
through by the knots. 


Brush over tbe bird with melted but- 


ter and dust with salt and p«pp«r be- 
fore patting- in the oven. The oven 
should be very hot when the turkey Is 
flrst put in and should be kept in that 
condition for at least th« first fifteen 
ir mutes, then the oven may be slower. 
Careful basting is essential to success 
in cooking a turkey.

and pwt ttiem with the giblets into a 
sauce pan wifch a pint and a half, of 
water, if your pie requires six birds. 
While ihis is stewing, make a. good puffi 
pasts, and line a iasse pudding dish, re- 
serving eiiosgh for a hd at least half an 
inch thiek. When the livers are tender 
take them out, leaving the gra.vp<- to 
£tew in the covered sauce pan. Lard the 
brsaets of the bifds with tiny strips of 
salt perk, and mince a couple of slices 
of the same •« ith livers,, a bunch of 
parsley and thyme, aSsa chopped fine, the 
juice of a lemon pepper, and a very- 
small shallot. Make a force meat of this, 
with bread o*?umbs moistened with 
warm milk. Pai seme thiH strips of .cold 
corned (not smoked) ham in th'e bottom, 
of the nie, next ttie crust; ley upon tljese 
pieces of the bird, peppered and but- 
tered, then a large layer of the feres 
meat, and so on until you are ready for 
the gravy. Strain this, return to tfce fire 
and season; heaj. to a boil, pour into the 
pie and cover ^vith the upper crust, cut- 
ting a slit in the middle. Ornament w ith 
pastry leaves arranges about the edge 
to form a wre»th, and in the middle a 
pastry bird, with curled etrips-of pastry; 
about it. The last -should be baked sep- 
arately and laid on when the pie is done., 
to cover the hole iu the middle. Bake 
three hours if your pie is large, covering 
with paper if*i£ threatens to brown too 
fast.

ENGLISH MUFFINS. 


Dissolve one yaast cak« in one pint of ^ 


•warm water and add one teaspoonful of' 
salt. Stir in sufficient sif te* bread flour 
to make a thick drop batter; add one 
tablespeonful of melted butter and heat 
hard for at least- thj^e minutes. Cover 
and set in a warm.place until light; 
then, having the griddle moderately hot, 
lay on it well-greased rings, and drop 
in enough batter to half fill them. Do 
not turn until aJraost cooked through, 
then slip off the rings and brown on the 
other side. 


BAKED BANANAS. 


Strip off one third of the sKin of each 


banana, and with a spoon loosen the re- 
mainder around the fruit. Arrange in a 
baking pran, the strapped side uppermost. 
On each lay onevha.lf of a teaspoonful of 
butter cut into bits, and sprinkle with 
one teaspo(mful sugar, and one-half of 
a teaspoonful of lemon juice. Put in 
the pan one tablespoonful of water for 
each banana, and bake in a hot oven un- 
til the fruit i« tender—about twenty 
minute*. 


FIG'CAKE. 


Tw« cupfuls of sugar, two-thirds of a 


cup of, butter, one cupful of milk, four 
even cupfuls of flour, five eggs, two tea- 
spoonfuls of cream, o/- tartar, one of 
soda, sifted with the flour; mix tha 
butter and sugar until qreamed, a4i 
the unbeaten yolks of the eggs, add the 
wHk and the flour slewly, beating alj 
tha time, lastly the whites of the eggs. 
Flavor two: cupfuls "of chopped figs aad 
mix in. Bake qyiekly. 


MOLASSES COOKIES. 


Heat one cup molasses to the boiling 


poin-t.andpour it over one-half cup short- 
ening; add oiie tablsspoonfal oe soda 
dissolved; in two tafolespeonftiis _\\arm, 
milk. Then add two clips fiour mixed 
an"d sifted with one and one-half tea- 
spoonful salt, one-half teaEpooaful,each 
of clove and nutmeg, and three -quarters 
ef a teaepoonful of sinmamoni, When 
thoroughly mixed, chill, and roll as thijj- 
ly as possible. 


EGG SALAD. 


Twelve hard boiled eggs, one-half pint 


cream, butter the size of an egg-, a little 
parsley, chopped fine, one tablespoonful 
of flour. Take cream, butter, parsley 
and flour, mix and oook 'jfntil thick. 
Slice the eggs, and after each la.yer of 
eggs, add one of bread crumbs, orer 
which pour the cream to cover. When 
the dish is fufl, bake umtil bro\vn. Gar- 
nish with parsley and serve hot.

forces annihilate, or be ready to annihi- 
late, the Tagalog insurgents who are 
now resisting the authority of the 
United States but, at the same time, 
tell the inhabitants of the Philippine 
archipelago, four-fifths of whom are at 
peace with you, what political status 
and civil rights you propose to confer 
upon them. Such a declaration may 
make the further exercise of power un- 
necessary. In any event, it will tend 
to satisfy «J1 the race®, except the Ta- 
galogs, who are now actually engaged 
in war, and it cannot fail to have great 
influence among men of

Batson would make good cav- 
alrymen out of the clumsiest, most 
awTcward creature 
on earth.-

it is generally the Batsons who are 
kjlie(j._Frederick Palmer in Collier's 
Weekly.

Finance* of Our Late War With Spain 


Early in the spring of 1898 it became 


apparent that there was little proba- 
bility we should escape war with Spain. 
February 15th the Maine was destroyed 
in the harbor of Havana, and early in 
March the suggestion that Consul-Gen- 
eral Lee be recalled from that city con- 
vinced the authorities that the time for 
prompt and energetic preparation had 
arrived. Leaders in both Houses of 
Congress were invited to confer with 
the President with the result that on 
March 9th a bill appropriating1 $50, 
000,000 for the national defense was 
passed. The strong position of the na- 
tional treasury, which then held $224,- 
541,000 available cash, of which $168,833,. 
000 was in gold, made it entirely feas- 
ible to appropriate, at once go large a 
sum of money. This sum to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the pres 
ident was subject to allotment accord- 
ing to the needs of the "various execu- 
tive departments as follows: Navy de- 
partment, $29,723,274.22; 
war 
depart- 


ment $18,944,627.68: state department, 
$393,860.89; treasury department, $170,- 
000; total, $49,231,762.79. 


These sums, while ample for imme- 


diate necessities, would not long suffice 
to cover the expense of modern war- 
fare. Conferences between the execu- 
tive and legislative authorities resulted 
in what is known-as the war revenue 
act of June 13th, 1898, which was esti- 
mated to produce and did produce, 
about $100,000,000 additional revenue. By 
this act authority was given to the sec- 
retary of the treasury tb 'fesu* cer- 
tificates of indebtedness payable not 
exceeding one year froni, the date ot 
issue to the amount of $109,000.000. It 
did not become necessary to- resort to 
the issue of these certificates, but the 
provision was and still remain* a 
wholesome safeguard for the national 
treasury In case of an emergency. 


By the same act the secretary of the 


treasury waa also authorized to bor 
row on the credit of the United State* 
$400,000,000, or so much thereof as might 
be necessary to defray expenses author- 
ized on account of. the war, and to 
issue bonds therefor, in denominations 
of $20 or some multiple of that sum,, 
redeemable In' coin at' the pleasure 
of 
the 
United 
States 
after 
ten 


years 
from 
the 
date 
of 
th«4r 


issue, 
and 
payable 20 years from 


such date, bearing Interest 
payable 


quarterly in coin at .tha rate .of 3 per 
cent per annum. The bonds were to be 
offered at par as a popular loan, the 
subscription* of Individual* to .be flrst 
accepted and subscription* for the loir* 
est amounts to be first ailoted. 


Uuiider the authority given', a, loan 


of $100,000,000 was offered to the people. 
Subscriptions poured In from every 
state and territory In th'o Union. The 
loan was cloned July 14Ui, subscriptions 
baviug be.n« r.ec«lv.«dt'.under, .the reg- 


ulations established by the, secretray 
of the treasury, for thirty-two days. 


The strength of 
the national 
fi- 


nances and the magnificent resources 
of the country never received better 
demonstration than when on closing 
the books it was ascertained the off. 
erlngs amounted to almost fourteen 
hundred millions. 


It was the first time the United 


States had ever disposed of its bonds 
In times of war at Interest rates so low 
as S per cent. The ease with which 
the new revenue law was put into op- 
eration, and the facility with which 
so large a sum was raised by borrow- 
ing, find their counterparts only tn the 
rapid and complete successes of the 
naval and military operations of the 
war. With the national credit so ap- 
parent and such a display of abundant 
resources, commerce and industries of 
the country suffered not the least em- 
barrassment. 
In fact, the returning 


impulse of prosperity was not for a 
rnoment retarded, but continued un- 
interruptedly to 
spread 
beneficence 


over the whole land.—Hon. Lyman J.

The true scope as well as the power 


and limitations of the medical man are 
often imperfectly understood; the va- 
rious functions of the physician— cure, 
alleviation, prevention, and teaching- 
are better defined by the Latin cura, 
"care," than by its derivative, "cure," 
in 'its modern sense. To care for the 
health of the community Is a far wider 
field of usefulness than to cure the 
sick individually. 


In his work among1 the sick the phy- 


sician is too often viewed as a kind of 
sorcerer, and he is invoked to> use the 
mysterious chemicals he is supposed to 
have. How many people there are to- 
day who imagine that if they got hold 
of the doctor's prescription book they 
could perform wonderful cures! 
Tet 


few drugs that we use in medicine have 
any certainty of action. Indeed, of the 
more than four thousand drugs In use 
today, about the action of less than 20 
is there any real certainty. 


Surgical and other remedial meas- 


ures are more certain and positive in 
their action; indeed, these often act 
like magic; but in the large proportion 
of cases the physician is far 
from 


being a magician .and has no absolute 
power over disease. He is simply one 
learned in the science of medicine, and 
he should likewise be well learned in 
all the collateral sciences and experi- 
enced in the management of sickness; 
but he Is only -one factor in, yet the 
chief of all the forces operating for the 
maintenance of life against death. The 
nurse, the patient hjmself. his friends, 
and often his "ancestors, Influence the 
result for good or evil. 


The power of the physician agalsnt 


disease and death lies chiefly in his 
trained faculties of observation; in his 
superior insight into details and par- 
ticulars; in his comprehensive grasp of 
medical principles; in his 
profound 


knowledge of all the conditions which 
are for and against life; in his wise 
judgment, his honesty of purpose, hia 
sympathy of heart, and conscientious 
application.' These are the qualities of 
brain and heart that enable a physi- 
cian to nurse the nickering flame of 
life back to health and strength where 
a less skilful hand would extinguish it 
forever. 


The cure of disease will always be an 


important element in the physician's 
work, and the care of the incurable 
sick? the alleviation of pain and suf- 
fering. and the prolongation of life are 
priceless beneficences; but the most 
valuable service which scientific medi- 
cine is capable of rendering lies in the 
direction of the prevention of disease* 
in the family, in the state, and in the 
nation. 


Indeed we cannot fail to realize that 


this is tha great era of preventive med- 
icine. Today it is known that nearly 
every disease has Its own specific germ 
origin; and the laws that govern and 
control this germ in its every form are 
becoming known. Herein lies ourgreat- 
est hope, for the ounce of prevention 
will ever remain better than the pound 
of cure. Even though medicine has 
made marvellous strides in the recent 
past, it must be acknowledged that our 
resourecs are still wanting in view of 
the severity of many maladies. There- 
fore it behooves us to use our best 
efforts to prevent the development of 
disease. 


The efficiency of the medical man 


will ba immensely increased when his 
relation to the family is more constant 
instead of being intermittent and ir- 
regular. The doctor should come and.'go 
like the clergyman or priest, instead of 
being looked upon as a necessary evil, 
whose visits are avoided as long as pos- 
sible, and are at all times a source' of 
tmeasiness. He should be a sanitary 
officer of the family, with whom there 
should be free Intercourse, He should 
be consulted on a hundred personal and , 
family questions which may perhaps 
influence the symmetrical development 
of a child, if not, indeed, shape the 
destiny of a man.

An American In the Transvaal 


A writer in the November number of 


"The National Magazine" comments 
thus concerning the situation in South 
Africa: 


"In 1886 the Boer government opened 


nine farms to miners which are today 
nine famous gold properties on the 
Randt, and the Transvaal produces 
onefthird of the world's entire product 
of gold. The prosperity that visited the 
country was unprecedented, but there 
always comes the reaction, and the for- 
eigners or Uitlanders have practically 
gained control of the industrial prop- 
erties and mines. American individual 
interests have greatly increased 
the 


past ten years until now the United 
States' holds second place in trade re- 
lations. An army of American trav- 
eling men have captured the trade of 
the country and the American spirit of 
"hustling" is greatly admired there, al- 
though a license fee of $350 is required 
to make a trip of all the colonies. But 
all the mining' and electrical machinery 
bear the imprint of American makers. 
The Transvaal was well prepared for 
thia wa.r, and its seems scarcely pos 
sibte that a country of 30,000 voters 
could cause England such a struggle 
and regular expense in years past to 
keep peace, while the republic haa ex- 
pended over $3,000,000 in preparing for 
war."

tasters Sever Their Connec- 


tion With the Central 


Labor Union 


RESULT Of DISSATISFACTION 


With Central Labor Union's Refusal to 


Take Action Against R. B. Harvle. 


Lasiers Insisted That 


it be Done 


The Lasters" union of this cICy haa 


voted to withdraw from the Central 
Labor union. This action was taken at 
a very largely attended and somewhat 
stormy session of the Lastersr union 
last evening. The union is a strong 
one, 
and its five delegates tfe the Cen- 


tral Labor union will be withdrawn at 
once from that body. 


This move la the result of the refusal 


of the Central Labor union to take ac- 
tion against R. B. Harvle In his candi- 
dacy for re-election aa representative. 
At the last meeting of the central body, 
the laaterg presented a request that 
Mr. Harvles' name be included with 
Mr. Tolinan's on the posters gotten out. 
Their reason was that Mr. Harvle had 
voted against the investigation of the 
shoe strike at Marlboro. 


The Central Labor union considered 


the matter, and came to the decision 
that Mr. Hanrle*s position In the mat- 
ter was entirely satisfactory to the 
worklngmen, since be afterwards, on 
a second vote, took the side of the labor 
element. The Central union did not 
think that for one such vote, when he 
showed afterwards that Ma sympathies 
were with the laborlngmen, the organ- 
ized labor should institute any political 
boycott. 


The lasters' delegates voted against 


this decision, but were outvoted. This 
was the sole cause of the withdrawal, 
so far as was learned. The union did 
not make public the discussion on the 
matter last evening, or whether any 
separate action would be taken against 
Mr. Harvie. 


Members of the Central Labor union 


feel that the action of the lasters is un- 
just, and that they should be willing 
to abide by the opinion of the central 
representatives of the workingmen of 
the city. 


CHASE IN PITISFIELD 


Invades Mr. Tolman's Territory and 


Attacks "His Record Again 


Candidate for Senator "W". H. Chase 


of this city invaded Pittsfleld last eve- 
ing and attacked Tolman :n his own 
territory, with great satisfaction to the 
democrats of that city. The night waa 
rainy, but in addition to Mr. Chase and 
the other speakers, there were about 
250 persons'present to hear the repub- 
licans denounced. Lawyer Moore, can- 
didate for representative, was the first 
speaker, and made a warm address.

Oloveeitera Bear 
M> Honorable 


Record at Serrlo* 1* MM* Cmra- 
»«]«••—Hovr Some of the PoalleeM 
Were Captored on Two Provtova 
Occasion*. 
On only two previous occasions have 


portions of the Royal Irish fuslleera 
been taken prisoners, and it is rather 
curious that both times it waa the 
same part of the organization which 
was captured by the Boers—the Eigh- 
ty-seventh regiment of infantry, says 
the New York Times. Five hundred 
of them were captured by the French 
at Bergen op Zoom In 1709, while on 
the other occasion the capture was 
effected by a trick. It was at Buenos 
Ayres in 1807. 
Sergeant Grady, left 


with a score of invalids to guard the 
baggage, repulsed an attack and took 
prisoners two ogScers and 70 men. 
These he sent to the commander 
in chief of the British forces, and a 
short time afterward a soldier wearing 
a British uniform appeared^ with au 
order apparently signed by General 
Whitelocke that Grady was not to fire 
upon any one, whether armed or not. 
As a consequence of this Grady and 
his men were surrounded by 500 of 
the enemy, taken prisoners, and sub- 
jected to hardships and insults. 
It 


was found afterward that a number 
of British uniforms had been stolen 
from a storeship and that the sup- 
posed order from General Whitelocke 
•was a ulcTcr forgery. 


The Eighty-seventh foot dates from 


1793, when Colonel Doyle raised about 
600 men. 
SOOD afterward they were 


sent to Flanders, where they distin- 
guished themselves In repulsing a vig- 
orous attack upon Alost. Then they 
went to the West Indies, where they 
lost by disease more than the original 
number of the regiment. In 1815 they 
were sent to India, and in 1826 they 
fought in Burma, gaining the dlstinc- i 
tton of placing "Ava" on their colors J 
by their gallant conduct. On their re- ! 
turn to England, after an absence of 33 j 
Tears, they received particular compli- 
ments from the king, gaining the right 
to use the word "Koyal" as a prefix to 
the name of the organization. 


They were again sent 'to India in 


1819, and did good service at the time of 
the mutiny In Peshawur, aiding lu the 
suppression of the mutinous Fifty-fifth 
regiment, the execution of whose ring- 
leaders was sternly superintended by 
the Eighty-seventh.' After a prolonged 
stay in India and China'they returned 
to England in 1876, where they remain- 
ed till the Egyptian'war of 1882, when 
they were in the Second brigade of the 
First division. They fought at Tel-el- 
Keblr with conspicuous courage, Join- 
ing in the "Irish charge," which, carry- 
Ing the inner line of redoubts, practical- 
ly decided the -victory. Shortly after- 
ward they were sent again to India, 
whence they were Bordered to South 
Africa when the present trouble with 
the Transvaal began. 


The portion of the Gloucestershire 


regiment captured by the Boers con- 
sists of the Twenty-eighth foot, one of 
the oldest and most famous regiments 
In the British army. 
It has a con- 


tinuous history since 1694 It fought 
In the eighteenth century campaigns 
In the low countries, and bears "Ra- 
millies" on its colors. It also fought 
at Vigo and Fontenoy, and served at 
Quebec under Wolfe, who had himself 
at one time borne a commission in the 
regiment. 
Then followed service in 


this country and the West Indies, and 
afterward in Minorca and Spain, fol- 
lowed by the splendid victory at 
Alexandria In 1801, in which the Twen- 
ty-eighth was a portion of the small 
mass of British Infantry which de- 
stroyed the French cavalry. At Man- 
dor.a and Aboukir the men of the regi- 
ment also greatly distinguished them- 
selves, as also at the bombardment of 
Copenhagen, the operations in Sweden 
and the famous battle of Corunna. 
The regiment served through the 
Peninsula war, and at Quatre Bras and 
Waterloo was In Kempt's brigade of 
PIcton's division. 


At the former battle the indomitable 


Plcton actually led the Twenty-eighth 
In person. At Waterloo the regiment 
was on the left, and the charge made 
by the division of which it formed a 
part—the charge before which the 
French became utterly disorganized 
and In which Picton fell—is one of the 
famous incidents o< that famous bat- 
tle. Naturally, "Waterloo" ia another 
word inscribed on the colors which, it 
Is to be presumed, the Boers have 
captured with the regiment. 


It Is probable that, In spite of its 


glorious record, the Twenty-eighth is 
not such a good regiment as formerly, 
as since the Crimean war, in which it 
greatly distinguished itself, it has seen 
little if any active service.

It is an exceptional case when 
it is best to plow in the fall. 


A few apple and peach trees should 


be planted every year hi order to keep 
up a good supply on the farm. 


Cultivation of all young trees, at least 


for some years after planting, is an es- 
sential condition of good growth. 


Cutting out the dead wood may be 


done at any time without injury. One 
advantage in doing it now is that it can 
be plainly seen. 


In selecting trees for planting, the 


roots should be long and strong enough 
and the top light enough to make staking 
unnecessary when transplanting. 


In most cases it is better to grab out 


and burn trees that are sickly or stunted 
than to attempt to restore them to vigor.

It was 
found that at the place where the a3ci- 
dent happened, the road is over 50 feet 
wide and in perfect condition. A deep 
wheel mark in the mud showed that in 
all probability the horse driven by yir. 
Tinney had been frightened, possibly 
by an engine on the raluoad. T>V,ch t-fc 
this point runs near the highway, and 
that in turning Mr. Tinney had been 
thrown out. The team had 
turned 


completely around and the horse gona 
on in the direction of home. The exact 
details of the affair will never be known 
more fully, as no one saw the team at 
the time.

man had struck on his head, and that 
death was due to concu^fclon. The neck 
was not broken. Ho will report the 
case for ino;uest. It was at first thought 
that the man had been run over JDV ''ne 
of the teama but th°'e wrre njv marks 
on the body AVhich would indicate this. 


Mr. Tinney was 61 years old. Some 


years ago he lost his rig-lit arm. He 
was in this city, and in speaking of his 
strength offered to lift a horse. He 
tried It and did so, but was kicked in 
the arm so that it had to be amputated 
near the shoulder.. He leaves two sons, 
three daughtrs, besides a brother. His 
wife died about 10 years ago.
